AN AWFTJL DISASTER 


UNION-TOWN, Pa., Oct. 28.—Yesterday aft- 


ernoon about four o'clock a terrible explo- 
sion of gas occurred in the coal-mine of the 
Touugstowji Coke Company, situated three 
and a half miles north of here. The men on 
the day turn had left the mine, and a night 
tarn, consisting of twenty-four men. had 
only been in a short time when the accident 
occurred. At the presnnt writing—2:30 a. 
m.—bat six of the men have been found. 
Two are so badly burned and cut that 
they can not recover; one is slightly 
burned 
and 
has 
on 
arm 
broken, 


and 
two 
were 
killed 
outright 


The accident happened on the sixth plat on 
the right of the entrance on a slope half a 
mile from the mouth of the mine. Superin- 
tendent Reis and James Cole, pit boss, had 
been in the mine examining the workings 
just where the explosion happened, and had 
returned to the office to examine the plat of 
the mine. Ten minutes after they left the 
explosion happened. There were two ex- 
plosions, tho second occuring a few minutes 
after the first Both were very loud and 
were heard a mile away. The names of the 
killed and injured as far as known are as 
follows: 


Killed—James Zebley, pumper, aged eight- 
con: John Lane, rope-rider, aged thirty. 
Injnrcd—Jacob Cole, agcfl fifty-three: not 
expected to recover. David Cole, aged thirty, 
son of the above; terribly burnt and cannot 
live. Chauncey Wilson, aged fifteen; arm 
broken. 


A large force of men are searching the 


mine, but no others have been found. Wash 
Keffer, a miner, was working some distance 
from where the explosion took place, and 
saved himself by lying in a pool of water 
and waiting for the after-damp to pass. A 
mountain of smoke and flame poured out of 
the pit-mouth immediately after the ex- 
plosion, and continued to do so for a full 
hour. 
The only way in which it is possible to 


get at the men in the mine is by means of 
the air-shaft, as all the other entrances are 
filled with the poisonous after-damp. 
In 


many of the rooms where the men where 
working the roofs have fallen, and the men 
can not be found. The supposition is tliat 
they are buried beneath the fallen roofs. It 
Is believed that about fifteen men were 
killed. 
The mine is inspected regularly every 


morning by a man employed for that pur- 
pose, and for over a month no gas has been 
found in it 
It is supposed that a slight fall 
irom the root opened a vein of gas which 
came in contact with a miner's lamp. Ihe 
weather Sunday and yesterday was exactly 
similar to that at the time of the disastrous 
explosion in the West Leisenring mme 
here last March, when nineteen men 
were killed. The mine is operated by 
a slope, and although well managed, there 
has been more or less gas in it for the last 
eight months. The works are among the 
largest and best in the coke region. Xearly 
all the men employed there are natives. 
The mine inspector for this district arrived 
here from Bedford County yesterday morn- 
ing, and had not left when the accident oc- 
curred, lie says the mine has given him a 
good deal_ot trouble. 


An Eipress OfBce Mysteriously Bobbed. 


Niuss, O., Oct 28.—A package of money 


containing 87,500 has disappeared from the 
express office In this city. It was sent by a 
bank at Now Lisbon to a bank at Pitts- 
burgh. The money was delivered to a lo- 
cal office of the United States Express Com- 
pany by the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohio agent and he was given a check for It. 
On making up the routeman's run on the 
day following the eliief clerk found tliat the 
money had been taken and nothing but 
blanks remained. There were several men 
in the room at the time the money was re- 
ceived by the local agent, and the detectives 
claim to have no clew to the robber. 


JL Sudden Rise In the World. 


Hoi^OKE, Mass., Oct 28.—Mrs. Flanna- 


gan, a hard working woman here, has been 
notified by a New York savings bank that a 
fortune of some 810,000 awaits her there, 
being the estate of an eccentric and only 
sister, who died two years ago. Mrs. Flan- 
nagan did uot know her sister was dead, al- 
though well aware of her place of residence, 
and the bank has been searching for her 
twenty-three mouths, 


Cholera Scare la Canada. 


QUEBEC, Can., Oct 28.—Much uneasi- 


ness is felt here owing to the steamer 
Esealona, from Marseilles, having passed 
on to Montreal without being visited by the 
port f physician. The Captain says he re- 
fused to wait, as the steamer had stopped 
at Sydney for coal and had been inspected 
at Eimouski, and that the inspecting phy- 
sician had reported ttie ship to the Minister 
of Agriculture by telegraph.
